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DJI Pre-Flight Checklist 


Before Leaving Home or Office 


O SD card is inserted. 

O Batteries, controller and tablet/phone are fully charged. 

O Propellers are in good working condition (no damage). 

O Support equipment (extra SD card, charger, batteries, lens filters, etc.) packed and ready. 
O All firmware is up-to-date. 

O Location is not in a no-fly zone. 

O Weather/wind is acceptable for flying. 

O Cached maps are ready if you're using a Wi-Fi-only device. 





At The Flying Site 


O Note any potential interference (large metal surfaces, radio towers, electrical wires, etc.). 
O Note any obstacles (trees, wires, etc.) that could create an issue. 

O Note any potential problem areas (children playing, animals running around, etc.) 

O Confirm it’s safe to fly in the wind/weather. 

O Put up your ‘Aerial Flight in Progress’ sign. 


Aircraft Preparation 


O Remove the gimbal guard and lens cap; store safely. 

O Inspect and clean the camera lens. 

O Double check your SD card is inserted properly. 

O Confirm the lens filter is installed (optional). 

O Install the propellers and make sure they are secure. 

O Confirm propellers are in good working condition (no damage). 

O Insert the battery. Confirm it is properly inserted and fully charged. 





Remote Controller Check 


O Mount your tablet/phone and plug it in. Make sure it is secure. 
O Attach your sunshade (optional). 

O Position your antennas properly. 

O Check the flight mode switch. 

O Check the battery level. 

O Turnon your remote controller. 

© Turnon your tablet/phone. 

O Set your tablet/phone brightness 

O Turn the Wi-Fi off on your tablet/phone (Unless you have a P3 Standard/P3 4k). 
O Start the appropriate DJ! Pilot App. 

O Check your camera settings. 
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DJI Pre-Flight Checklist 
Aircraft Check 


O Make sure your UAS is on a stable, level surface, front-facing away from you and 
into the wind. 

O Make sure the camera can move unobstructed when it powers on. 

O Confirm the propellers are properly attached. 

O Turnon your UAS. 

O Check the battery level. 

O Check the app for any warning or error. 

O If you're in anew location or area, calibrate the compass. 

O Check your UAS status LEDs. 


DJI GO App Check 


O Confirm maximum flight altitude is properly set for this flight. 
O Confirm Return-to-Home altitude is set correctly for this flight. 
O Verify the gimbal is level. Adjust if necessary. 

O Check the DJ! Pilot App flight status. 

O Asolid GPS satellite signal = Ready to take off. 





Take Off Check 


© Confirm the launch site is clear/safe for take-off. 

O Start the motors (both control sticks, bottom inside or bottom outside corners). 

O Announce, “Taking Off? 

O Take off and fly about 10-15 feet in front of you and hover about 12-20 feet 
(above your head). 

O Check your UAS to make sure everything is stable. 

O Check the flight controls. 

O Double check your surroundings and make a mental note. 


Landing Check 


O Confirm your landing site is clear and safe for landing. 
O Announce, “Landing.” 
O Bring down your UAS slowly and controlled, especially the closer to the ground you get. 
O Once on the ground, hold the left control stick straight back and wait for the props 
to stop spinning. 
O Announce, “Clear.” 


9. Post-Flight Check 


DJI Pre-Flight Checklist 


O Turn the motors off. 
O Turn your UAS off first, then camera, then radio, then monitor. 

O Notify the tower/CTAF it’s the end of operation (if they were notified). 
O Fill out your flight log. 





10. Monthly Check 


O Check the total time logged on your UAS. Once it reaches 90 hours of operation, 
send it back to the factory for inspection and re-conditioning. 

O Check monthly for firmware and safety updates on all UAS equipment including: 

O Main Controller 


O GPS 


O Receiver 


O Battery 


O Zen IMU 


O Transmitter
